A few weeks ea rlier, co ncerned a t 
the So v iet a dv a nces, the Secreta ry o f 
Defense ha d o rdered the Army to go 
a hea d with its o wn sa tellite la unch a t­ 
tempt. Thus it wa s tha t while the Na v y 
to iled o n with its stubbo rn Va ngua rd, 
the Army set up its Jupiter-C v ehicle 
a nd o n Ja n.

receiv ing the o rder to go a h ea d - 
la unched into o rbit the W estern 
Wo rld’s first sa tellite, Ex plo rer I. 
The Na v y Va ngua rd o rdea l wa s no t 
y et o v er.

wo unded a helico pter pilo t.

he o utdista nced bis pursuers. The 
a ba ndo ned v ehicle wa s fo und just 
no rth o f Sa lem minutes la ter. 
Deputies sa id they lo ca ted Ho lmes 
when the sho ts were fired a t the 
helico pter, a nd a n a rea resident with 
the sea rchers sa id two o fficers dis­ 
tra cted him while o thers mo v ed into 
po sitio n o n the o ther side. 
“ This o ne tro o per sho t a t him, a nd he 
seen he wa s a dea d pigeo n,” sa id 
Richa rd Stiffler o f rura l Sa lem, who 
a cco mpa nied the sea rchers. “ He ga v e 
himself up then.” 
Jo hns, who sa id Ho lmes to ld him he 
wa s driv ing ba ck to Pittsburgh fro m 
Tex a s to “ pla y ba sketba ll a nd get into 
sha pe,” sa id the fo o tba ll pla y er a lso 
sa id he wa s undergo ing a div o rce. 
Steelers spo kesmen in Pittsburgh 
ex pressed surprise a t the repo rt o f his 
a rrest.

Floods, Twisters Hit 
Wide Areas Of South

Rivers and streams spilled over 
their banks into Southern lowlands 
today, forcing hundreds of families to 
seek safety on higher ground. 


• The evacuation began after re­ 
lentless rams, bruising winds and 
tornadoes hammered at portions of 
Dixie for more than 24 hours. 
Four persons were known dead, 
numerous others injured. 


Several thousand homes in the 
Brainerd section of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., were threatened by flood 
waters. South Chickamauga Creek — 
which runs near the heavily populated, 
middle-class 
neighborhood — was 


expected to crest at 24 feet by noon 
today. Full bank stage is only about IO 
feet. 


As midnight neared Friday, more 
than 300 families along the creek were 
evacuated. 
In Atlanta, winds were recorded at 
60 miles per hour Friday afternoon, 
and the city received an inch of rain in 
one hour. 


Hash florid watches or warnings 
were out for portions of Alabama, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Mississippi, the 
Carolinas and the Honda panhandle. 
In Mississippi, federal, state and 
volunteer organizations were moving 
to help persons driven from their 


homes by extensive flash flooding. 
An estimated 300 persons were 
sheltered at Grenada by the Red Cross 
Friday night. 


Alabama Power Co. officials warned 
persons living near I^ewis Smith Dam 
in Cullman County to evacuate 
because it was expected to overflow 
today. 


More than 
450 persons 
were 
evacuated from low-lying areas in 
Huntsville, Ala., Friday; but most 
were allowed to return to their homes 
Friday night. 
Huntsville recorded 
almost seven inches of rain Friday. 
At least seven persons were injured 
in Georgia Friday when a tornado 


touched down in the Resaca com­ 
munity in Gordon County. The twister 
slam m ed across heavily traveled 
Interstate 75, scattering automobiles.

also 
raced 
across 
Alabama Friday, causing property 
damage and minor injuries. Hardest 
hit was Shelby County, where a twister 
overturned mobile homes and leveled 
several buildings under construction 
at a Pelham shopping center, about 18 
miles south of Birmingham. 
Heavy rains hit North Carolina 
Friday and early today, setting up the 
threat of flash floods in the mountains 
and central areas. One tornado was 
reported Friday, but it passed without 
causing damage or injury.

(AP) — The Navy pilot sat on “The 
Stool” for 20 days. 


Whenever he tried to sleep for a 
minute, a guard woke him up by hit­ 
ting him under the nose. He couldn’t 
even get up to relieve himself. 


His Communist captors wanted an 
antiwar statement. Other prisoners of 
war had given statements willingly. 
He had refused. They took him to “The 
Stool.” 


He broke the 21st day, telling the 
Communists he would do anything 
they wanted. 
To get statements or just as punish­ 
ment, other POWs were forced to kneel 
on concrete floors for days. Their 
knees swelled up like balloons. Others 
were hit with rubber hoses or sandals 
with truck tire soles. 
“You’d shoot your own mother if 
they wanted you to” after such 
brutality, a senior Air Force colonel 
said. He said almost every POW broke 
under the torture and gave the Com­ 
munists what they wanted. Some died 
during the ordeal 
or shortly af­ 
terwards. 
A few of the freed POWs were 
described as arriving at Clark still 
mentally scrambled from the treat­ 
ment they received. 
The information was leaked by high 
sources who talked to the men. 
The authorities said the torture by 
the Communists was diabolical — 
making it hurt without it showing. 
Instead of cracking a person on top 
of his nose, he was hit under the nose. 
Illnesses and medical 
problems 
were often ignored in the camps. When 
they were treated, it was only after 
weeks or months. “The penicillin was 
never given when it could really help 
you,” said one POW.

Oldest U,S. Earth Satellite 
Marks 15th Year In Orbit 


WASHINGTON (A P )-V anguard I, 
oldest and tiniest of the 565 satellites 
currently orbiting the earth, marks its 
15th anniversary today. 
In the anguished days of the early 
U.S. space effort, few programs went 
through agonies like those of Project 
Vanguard before the successful launch 
of Vanguard I. 
Veterans of the Naval Research 
laboratory that launched the three- 
pound, grapefruit-sized spacecraft 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla., March 17, 
1958, plan a St. Patrick’s night reunion 
here to mark the anniversary. 
President Eisenhow er had an ­ 
nounced July 29, 1955, that the United 
States would launch “ sm all, un­ 
manned earth-circling satellites” as a 
part of the U.S. contribution to the 
1957-1958 International 
Geophysical 
Year. Naval Research laboratory won 
the coveted assignment Sept. 9, 1955. 
The Vanguard team had launched 
one test vehicle, TVO, to prove the 
capabilities of the launch pad and 
down-range stations, and another, TV- 
1, to test the second stage when, on 
Oct. 4, 1957, the Soviet Union an­ 
nounced it had placed an 
earth 
satellite in orbit. 
Suddenly the spotlight was on the 
“space race with Russia.” 
By Nov. 3, TV-3, the first Vanguard 
rocket with a satellite, was on the 
launch pad. And on that date the Soviet 
Union launched Sputnik 2, its second 
satellite. 
After numerous delays the TV-3, 
countdown went into its final minutes 
Dec’. 6, 1957. 
'Hie launch vehicle thundered alive, 
rose hesitantly for about a foot and 
then shattered in a tremendous ex­ 
plosion. 
A few weeks earlier, concerned at 
the Soviet advances, the Secretary of 
Defense had ordered the Army to go 
ahead with its own satellite launch at­ 
tempt. Thus it was that while the Navy 
toiled on with its stubborn Vanguard, 
the Army set up its Jupiter-C vehicle 
and on Jan. 31,1958-^only 84 days after 


receiving the order to go a h e a d - 
launched into orbit the W estern 
World’s first satellite, Explorer I. 
The Navy Vanguard ordeal was not 
yet over. Four days after Explorer I 
went into orbit, the NRL launched TV-3 
BU—the backup launch vehicle with 
its small satellite. 
Sixty seconds after a beautiful liftoff 
the guidance system failed and the 72- 
foot rocket exploded. 
The next Vanguard vehicle was TV- 
4, and the delays and troubles con­ 
tinued. On March 7 the countdown 


reached T minus 35 seconds, only to 
develop a balky disconnect switch. 
Finally, on St. Patrick’s day 1958, 
TV-4 was launched successfully and 
Vanguard I went into an orbit so stable 
that it is expected to stay there for 
about 300 more years. 
Sputnik I fell back into the at­ 
mosphere and burned up early in 
January, 1958, about three months 
after its launch. 
Sputnik 2 dropped out of orbit April 
14, 1958. F^xplorer I fell back into the 
earth’s atmosphere March 31, 1970.

Pro Gridder Ernie Holmes Held In Shootings 


YOUNGSTOWN, 
Ohio

Pittsburgh Steelers defensive tackle 
E rnest Holmes will be charged 
Monday in connection with the 
shooting and wounding of a state patrol 
helicopter pilot, the Mahoning County 
sheriff’s department said. 


Holmes, 24, of Newton, Tex., was 
being held in the county jail after being 
arrested Friday afternoon during a 
four-hour m anhunt in southwest 
Mahoning County. 


Holmes’ arrest capped the manhunt 
through a wooded section of farmland 
north of Salem as deputies and state 
patrolmen searched for a sniper who 
shot at several trucks and then 
wounded a helicopter pilot. 
The pilot of the helicopter, State 
Patrol Sgt. 
Ijirry 
Myers, 36, of 
Columbus, was wounded in the ankle 
by gunfire from the ground shortly 


before officers surrounded Holmes, 
according to S heriff’s Detective 
William Johns. 


Myers was reported in satisfactory 
condition at a Youngstown hospital. 
A State Patrol plane, the helicopter, 
patrolm en 
and 
deputies 
from 
Mahoning and Columbiana counties 
began combing the wooded farmland 
near Salem late Friday morning, 
searching for the 
gunm an who 
reportedly fired shots at trucks on 
nearby highways. 


The manhunt began after two area 
motorists said they saw the driver of a 
light blue Cadillac fire at a semi­ 
trailer truck and chased him at speeds 
of up to 90 m.p.h. south from Interstate 
80 toward Salem. 
Deputies said one of the Cadillac’s 
tires blew out during the chase, but 
that the driver careened on, sparks 


slwioting from the rubberless wheel as 
he outdistanced his pursuers. The 
abandoned vehicle was found just 
north of Salem minutes later. 
Deputies said they located Holmes 
when the shots were fired at the 
helicopter, and an area resident with 
Hie searchers said two officers dis­ 
tracted him while others moved into 
position on the other side. 
“This one trooper shot at him, and he 
seen he was a dead pigeon,” said 
Richard Stiffler of rural Salem, who 
accompanied the searchers. "He gave 
himself up then.” 
Johns, who said Holmes told him he 
was driving back to Pittsburgh from 
Texas to “play basketball and get into 
shape,” said the football player also 
said he was undergoing a divorce. 
Steelers spokesmen in Pittsburgh 
expressed surprise at the report of his 
arrest. 


“The Holmes I know wouldn’t do 
this,” one Steeler official said. “ He’s 
just not that type of guy.” 
The Steelers said that an attorney 
would be sent to Ohio to represent 
Holmes. 
Holmes 
alternated 
at 
defensive tackle during 1972, his first 
year with the club although he was 
ch afted by the Steelers a year earlier. 
The Steelers said that when starter 
Ben McGree retired Holmes was 
expected to claim the job fulltime. 
Deputies said that Myers was flying 
above the wooded tract shortly after 2 
p.m. when he reported shots being 
fired at his helicopter. He circled the 
area again and, at 2:10 p.m., radioed 
that he was hit and had to land the 
helicopter, officers said. 
He landed safely in a field nearby, 
and deputies announced Holm es’ 
capture about IO minutes later. 
Deputies said Holmes was barefoot 


and wearing a T-shirt 
when 
lie 
surrendered. A pair of sandals were 
found near the abandoned Cadillac and 
clothing and shells for a shotgun and a 
9 min revolver were found inside. 
Deputies said Holmes was armed 
with a revolver when he was arrested. 
At least three truckers reported 
shots at their trucks by the driver of a 
light blue Cadillac F’riday morning, 
the State Patrol said. None were in­ 
jured. 
One of the truckers, Richard Garza 
of Gary, Iud., said three shots were 
fired at his truck, two glancing off tires 
and a third striking his air compressor 
brake tank behind the cab. 
Garza said he pulled off the road as 
the Cadillac passed him. 
Farber another trucker said a car 
passed him on Interstate 80 and that 
the driver fired a shot through his car’s 
window, hitting one of his tires.

It Grows 
Food Pric e s Not Up As Muc h As It Se e ms

Your First Attempt at Dahlias 
You can buy dahlias as seed, rooted 
cuttings, or dormant roots. Because 
dahlias are hybrids, seeds won't al­ 
ways produce plants with flowers like 
those from which the seeds were 
taken. 
That’s the reason most gardeners 
prefer to buy dormant roots or to plant 
dormant roots saved from the previous 
year. But, if you want to plant seed just 
to find out what you will come up with, 
horticulturists suggest you start the 
seeds in boxes of sandy loam soil, not 
mare than a month before you expect 
the last spring frost. 
Keep the soil moist and transplant 
seedlings outside when frost is no 
longer a danger. Whether you sow 
seeds indoors or out, cover them with 
only one-half inch of soil. It is also a 
good idea to treat the seed with a 
fungicide before planting. 
It is best to plant seedlings in a sandy 
loam that is slightly acid. However, 
dahlias will grow successfully in most 
garden soils that are well drained. 
Pick a planting site that gets at least 
six hours of sun a day. The site should 
have good air circulation but protec­ 
tion from strong winds. Plants also 
need room to develop. Give large 
flowering dahlias 3 to 4 feet distance 
from the next nearest plant. Smaller 
varieties can get by on 2 feet. Place a 
stake directly alongside the plant at 
the time of planting. Your dahlia’s 
future is at stake if you fail to do this. 
Chip Off the Old Block 
Many ornamental trees, flowering 
shrubs, roses and evergreens are easy 
to propagate by home methods. The 
offspring will have exactly the same 
characteristics as the parent plant. 
Horticulturists say an easy home 
propagation method is layering. Start 
by working leafmold or peat and sand 
into the soil where you will layer the 
branch. Next, make a slanting cut 2 
inches long on the upper side of the 
branch about 12 inches from the tip. 
Dust the cut with a rooting stimulant 
you can get in most garden supply 
stores. Then fasten the branch to the 
soil. Pin it down between the trunk and 
the cut with a wooden peg or wire 
wicket, or weight it down with a stone. 
After you pin the branch to the soil, 
bend the tip upright, twisting the 
branch as if you were turning a screw­ 
driver one-half a turn. This opens the 
cut. 
Next, place a second peg or pin over 
the branch directly at the point of the 
cut. Cover the pegged branch with 
several inches of prepared soil. Mound 
the soil around the upturned stem so 
the wound is 3 or 4 inches underground. 
Pack the covering soil firmly. Put a 
layer of straw or leaves over the 
layered branch and water frequently 
to keep the covering soil moist. 
Next spring, cut the rooted branch 
free from the parent plant. Leave the 
new plant in place for 2 or 3 weeks 
after you cut it free. Then transplant it 
to another location. The 2 to 3 week 
recovery period gets the plant over the 
shock of being cut free of the parent 
plant. 
Leaving home is hard on twigs no 
matter how they’re bent.

A good many Americans are “ up 
tight’’ about food prices. Farmers and 
others with agricultural interests tend 
to be overly defensive about food price 
increases and overblame other par­ 
ties, particularly the “middleman. " 
People outside of agriculture put most 
of the blame for inflation on food 
prices. 


"It’s time we attempt to put these 
conflicting impressions into some kind 
of perspective,” said Robert E. Jacob­ 
son, extension economist at The Ohio 
State University, speaking at the 
Dairy Industry Conference held 
recently on the Ohio State campus. 


Fact is, he said, food prices did not 
increase as fast as prices of other con­ 
sumer goods and services until 
January of this year. Then, they 
caught up. The Consumer lYice Index 
for January showed that retail prices 
in general have inflated 27.7 per cent 
since 1967 while food prices increased 


28.6 per cent. 
Why all the concern about food 
prices, then, if their upward trend was 
about the general rate of inflation? 
Jacobson sees three reasons. 
One is that food prices have great 
visibility, and the continuous chatter of 
the supermarket cash register as you 
wait at the check-out counter, billfold 
in hand, only amplifies the problem. 
Second, food purchases are made 
frequently. Once or twice a week visits 
to the food store reinforce the idea that 
substantial sums of money are being 
spent for foal. 
Third, some food items have moved 
up faster than the all-foods price index. 
The retail price index for meat in 
January, for example, reached 136.1, 
nearly 8 points above the all-foods 
price index. High prices for one food 
item tend to focus attention on prices 
of all food items. 
Runaway inflation has not been the 
case for dairy products. The index of 
retail prices for milk and dairy 
products is currently at 119.1 (1967- 


100), substantially less than the con­ 
sumer price index and substantially 
less than the index of all food prices. 
Why? Highly competitive conditions 
exist in the milk industry, said Jacob­ 
son, pointing out that fluid milk is 
widely used as a price leader and often 
as a loss leader. Thus, fluid milk prices 
have increased by only 17 per cent 
since 1967. 
Price increases for other dairy 
products since 1967 have amounted to 5 
per cent for butter, 25 per cent for 
cheese, and 7 per cent for ice cream. 
The retail price increases for milk and 
dairy products have been moderate, 
compared to the price inflation of other 
goods and services. 
Excess profits are not a part of the 
dairy industry, Jacobson pointed out. 
Farm management records compiled 
on 190 Ohio dairy farms in 1971 showed 
that returns on investment in dairy 
farming ranged from 4.6 per cent (on 
farms with less than 40 cows) to 7.5 per 
cent (on farms with 80 or more cows).

Your First Attempt at Dahlias 
You can buy dahlias as seed, rooted 
cuttings, or dormant roots. Because 
dahlias are hybrids, seeds won’t al­ 
ways produce plants with flowers like 
those from which the seeds were 
taken. 
That’s the reason most gardeners 
prefer to buy dormant roots or to plant 
dormant roots saved from the previous 
year. But, if you want to plant seed just 
to find out what you will come up with, 
horticulturists suggest you start the 
seeds in boxes of sandy loam soil, not 
more than a month before you expect 
the last spring frost. 
Keep the soil moist and transplant 
seedlings outside when frost is no 
longer a danger. Whether you sow 
seeds indoors or out, cover them with 
only one-half inch of soil. It is also a 
good idea to treat the seed with a 
fungicide before planting. 
It is best to plant seedlings in a sandy 
loam that is slightly acid. However, 
dahlias will grow successfully in most 
garden soils that are well drained. 
Pick a planting site that gets at least 
six hours of sun a day. The site should 
have good air circulation but protec­ 
tion from strong winds. Plants also 
need room to develop. Give large 
flowering dahlias 3 to 4 feet distance 
from the next nearest plant. Smaller 
varieties can get by on 2 feet. Place a 
stake directly alongside the plant at 
the time of planting. Your dahlia’s 
future is at stake if you fail to do this. 
Chip Off the Old Block 
Many ornamental trees, flowering 
shrubs, roses and evergreens are easy 
to propagate by home methods. The 
offspring will have exactly the same 
characteristics as the parent plant. 
Horticulturists say an easy home 
propagation method is layering. Start 
by working leafmold or peat and sand 
into the soil where you will layer the 
branch. Next, make a slanting cut 2 
inches long on the upper side of the 
branch about 12 inches from the tip. 
Dust the cut with a rooting stimulant 
you can get in most garden supply 
stores. Then fasten the branch to the 
soil. Pin it down between the trunk and 
the cut with a wooden peg or wire 
wicket, or weight it down with a stone. 
After you pin the branch to the soil, 
bend the tip upright, twisting the 
branch as if you were turning a screw­ 
driver one-half a turn. This opens the 
cut. 
Next, place a second peg or pin over 
the branch directly at the point of the 
cut. Cover the pegged branch with 
several inches of prepared soil. Mound 
the soil around the upturned stem so 
the wound is 3 or 4 inches underground. 
Pack the covering soil firmly. Put a 
layer of straw or leaves over the 
layered branch and water frequently 
to keep the covering soil moist. 
Next spring, cut the rooted branch 
free from the parent plant. I^ave the 
new plant in place for 2 or 3 weeks 
after you cut it free. Then transplant it 
to another location. The 2 to 3 week 
recovery period gets the plant over the 
shock of being cut free of the parent 
plant.

Why all the concern about food 
prices, then, if their upward trend was 
about the general rate of inflation? 
Jacobson sees three reasons. 
One is that food prices have great 
visibility, and the continuous chatter of 
the supermarket cash register as you 
wait at the check-out counter, billfold 
in hand, only amplifies the problem. 
Second, food purchases are made 
frequently. Once or twice a week visits 
to the food store reinforce the idea that 
substantial sums of money are being 
silent for food. 
Third, some fowl items have moved 
up faster than the all-foods price index. 
The retail price index for meat in 
January, for example, reached 136.1, 
nearly 8 points above the all-foods 
price index. High prices for one food 
item tend to focus attention on prices 
of all food items.

“ What” or “Who” I n a 4-H 
Junior Leader 
The 4-H Junior leader is an older, 
more experienced 4-H’er, usually 14 
years of age or older, with three or 
more years of 4-H experience. The 
Junior leader’s basic job, or role, is to 
encourage younger 4-H’ers to assume 
leadership responsibilities, to assist 
with their projects, and to assist in 
carrying out the local and county 4-H 
programs. The Junior I/cader works 
under the guidance of the local adult 
leader and the County Extension 
Agents. He usually begins his Junior 
I/cader experience with relatively 
easy and familiar tasks, and over a 
period of time, graduates to more 
difficult tasks. Who can be a 4-H Junior 
leader: 
It has already been indicated that 
the general qualifications for Jr. 
leadership in Ohio deal with age and 
experience. Does this mean that as 
soon as you reach a certain magic 
combination of age and 4-H ex­ 
perience, you automatically become a 
Junior leader? Hardly! What then 
constitutes our criteria for selection of 
Jr. leaders from those older 4-H’ers 
who reach the minimum age and 
experience levels? 
In addition to the above criteria, a 4- 
H’er must: 
be willing to accept resonpsibility 
exhibit consistent behavior time 
after time in different situations 
maintain positive relationships with 
others 
be willing to learn more about 
leadership 
be cooperative 
be willing to share 
As you can see the job of Junior 
Leadership is not a simple one. If you 
study the points just listed and perhaps 
add a few more of your own, you will 
note that a 4-H Junior Leader doesn’t 
operate in a vacuum. Or - perhaps 
another way of saying it is that in the 
process of 4-H Junior I/eadership, you 
have to relate to people-you don t go it 
alone. You have to be aware of, and 
consider other people.

When you add 
either an old or new piece, make it 
repeat a color already present in the 
room. Remember that woods have 
color, too. Wood colors can be similar, 
but need riot match. 
Various woods can Im* used together, 
but a 
more harmonious look 
is 
achieved when the woods are similar 
in feeling. For example—some woods 
such as oak, maple, and pine appear 
casual and informal; walnut, cherry 
and mahogany are more formal in 
nature. The degree of formality— 
which depends somewhat on 
the 
styling of the furniture—is a key to 
blending different woods. 
Combine furniture that is similar in 
scale.

Private industry, at least the 
largest segment of it, pays little 
attention to factors other than 
ability

A discernible switch in at­ 
titudes by the public toward 
drug pushers is taking place in 
the United States.

long trucks are doing it now. 
The lion’s share of this Senate bill, 
$3.25 billion annually, goes toward 
working on the remaining 19 per cent 
of the 42,000-mile interstate system 
started in 1956. The completion date is 
estimated to be 1982.

PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) - Richard 
Wilson, the elected leader of tin' 11,000 
Og lala Siou x Indians on the Pine Ridg e 
Reserv ation, has been the man in the 
middle of the sieg e at Wou nded Knee. 
He’s been su bjected to constant 
v erbal abu se by the leaders of Indians 
occu py ing the hamlet and ig nored by 
the federal officials who hav e come 
from Washing ton to settle the dispu te. 
Bu t Wilson, a 38 -y ear-old plu mber 
tu rned reserv ation politician, is 
adamant in his intention to remain as 


tribal president and seek re-election 
nex t y ear. 
‘‘The nig ht they took ov er that 
v illag e, I want« ! to g o in there with my 
men and g et them ou t,’’ Wilson said in 
an interv iew 
"Bu t the federal g ov ernment or­ 
dered me not to and then pu t me u nder 
wraps for 10 day s. The feds beg an 
briefing me this week for the first 
time, bu t they won’t take my adv ice. I 
ju st hav e to listen."

PINE RIDGE, S D. (AP) - Richard 
Wilson, the elected leader of the 11,000 
Oglala Sioux Indians on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation, has been the man in the 
middle of the siege at Wounded Knee. 
He’s been subjected to constant 
verbal abuse by tin' leaders of Indians 
occupying the hamlet and ignored by 
the federal officials who have come 
from Washington to settle the dispute. 
But Wilson, a 38-year-old plumber 
turned reservation politician, is 
adamant in his intention to remain as 


tribal president and seek re-election 
next year. 
“The night they took over that 
village, I wanted to go in there with my 
men and get them out,’’ Wilson said in 
an interview. 
“But the federal government or­ 
dered me not to and then put me under 
wraps for IO days. The feds began 
briefing me this week for the first 
time, but they won’t take my advice. I 
just have to listen.” 
Wilson said he had enough men to 


retake the village on the same night 
militant Indians under the leadership 
of the American Indian Movement oc­ 
cupied it, Feb. 27. 
“There were 60 BIA (Bureau of 
Indian Affairs) police and about 75 
concerned Oglala Sioux who would 
have helped me. We’d have had them 
out of there in no time,” Wilson said.

social worker, orthodontist - 
whoever is needed — looking 
at the complete family and 
appraising the need of family 
as well as sick child,” he said. 
“ In our hospital, we have a 
plaque that I’ve always been 
very proud of. It points out 
that we take responsibility for 
the weakest of the population,

whether they be Jewish, 
Islamix, or Christian.
